Dear Brother Willey: 

I feel constrained to say a few words to 
you respecting an article that appeared 
the Standard of the 5th inst, giving reasons 
why we should leave a pro slavery church, 
copied from the True Wesleyan. I dislike 
to find fault with any one, and especially 
with editors, who have so many to please 
and who cannot possibly please all. But 
on seeing this piece I fell afflicted. It was, 
as you very well know, an attempt to justify 
the late secession from the Methodist Epis¬ 
copal Church. It is true there were said to 
be reasons for leaving a pro slavery church ; 
but there is no such church technically so 
called, it is true all churches are called pro 
slavery which allow slavery to exist in them 
in any manner or degree, and this article 
takes the ground that it is wrong for us to 
remain in such a church. And has the 
Liberty Standard lifted up its voice to favor 
of secession? So it seems. And at this I 
demur. It is not admitted either by mysell 
or by but very few of the members of the 
church to which I belong that this move¬ 
ment is right—that it is founded in righte¬ 
ousness or good policy. 1 believe, instead 
of hastening the abolition of slavery it will 
put it back, in the church at least, just in 
proportion to the extent of the secession, as 
every abolitionist who leaves the church, 
weakens thereby the anti slavery ranks. J 
supposed the Liberty Standard to be labor¬ 
ing for the abolition of slavery everywhere,] 
according to its motto, but really this looks 
more like joining the hue and cry with tin 
disorganizes against the church, who in 
stead of trying to reform it set up the cry 
’come out of her my people,’ representing 
her as the mother of abominations. 


r.ot attempting to apologize for slavery or 
any other sin either in the church or out ol 
it. I admit that slavery exists in the M. E.

Remarks. 

We thank the writer for the frank and 
kind statement of his difficulty, wltich we 
regret having caused. He misappiehends 
us wholly if he supposes we intend to take 
any part in the question of‘secession.’ Our 
position is the same, precisely, as before ‘se¬ 
cession’ commenced, viz : ihat the bible and 
the honor of religion require a total exclu¬ 
sion of slaveholders and their abettors from 
Christian fellowship—that slavery must be 
set aside from the christain world ; and this, 
of course, cannot be done without withhold¬ 
ing from it those forms which express 
that fellowship. But the wanner in which 
this is to be done we have left untouched, 
only so far as this, that abolitionists mast 
get slavery out of their respective churches, 
or get out of them themselves,and that spee¬ 
dily. 

The article referred lo passed into sever¬ 
al anti-slavery papers belore we noiiced it, 
arid believing the reasoning sound, and stri¬ 
king out that part which made it any more 
applicable to the methodist church than 
presbyterian, episcopalian, baptist or coi 
gregational churches, and not supposing 
would be understood as implying more than 
our well known views, we inserted it. By 
‘proslavery churches’ we intended should be 
understood, those which were clearly and 
permanently so. The anti slavery of both 
the Wesleyan and Episcopal Methodists will 
have equally our sincere support, and the 
papers of each be equally respected. 

What we have said against fellowship 
with slaveholders growing out of a member- 


on the important question -proposed by tlie-4 
above caption. 

It is; supposed and maintained by in: 
persons, that Congress has no such poiv, 
and when we ask our neighbors to tie:it 
that body lo abolish that traffic 
chattels between the stales, we are met with, 
‘Congress has no authority to do it, and if it 
were done, it would he manifest and -‘great 
injustice to the slave holding Stales.’ 

But let us examine the subject a little.— 
The Constitution of the U. S. says. “The 
Congress shall have power—lo regulate com¬ 
merce with foreign nations, and among the 
States.” 

Now what does that mean, if it does not 
llow Congress to abolish the slave trade be- 
ween the States? ‘Why, says the objector, 
l is power to'regulate not to abolish.’ Bui 
et us see. Power to regulate, includes 
powerio prohibit, remove or exclude some 
of many things. This we understand to 
be'the plain, literal, commonsense meaning 
of tins clause 1 of the Constitution. 

Let us illustrate it. The right of a man 
lo regulate his Own family does not indeed, 
give the right to destroy his family, or any 
iber of it, or break any other law, but it 
t him powder to expel from his domestic 
circle a dangerous and rebelious member.— 
The power of a legislative body to regu- 
e its members, includes power to disci 
pline and expel them when they shall hi 
disorderly or rebellious. Power to regulate 
a school, includes power to expel an unruly 
ir disobedient scholar. So we contend, al¬ 
so, that power to regulate commerce between 
he States, includes power to prohibit the 
rnffic in the souls arid bodies of men between 
the several states of this Union. 

Again, The constitutional clause, “Cbn- 
re*s .-hall have power to regulate commerce 
ith foreign nations," gave Congress the 
power to prohibit the traffic in slaves with 
foreign nations. This was done, as we all 
know, in 1808. But the 9th section of the 
icle gave Congress no power to d„ 
this. It nnly‘d'’clared they should not do it 
prior lo 1808. It confers no new power, but 
ly limits the exercise of a power already 
given, up to a certain lime. 

But let the.Constitution speak for itself, 
The migration or importation of such 
persons ns any of the "states now existing 
shall think proper to admit, shall not be 
prohibited by Congress prior to 1808.”— 
This clause do.es not say, Congress shall 
have the power. It gives Congress no I 
power to prevent the, importation of slaves, 
but it does cleat ly imply, that Congress, 
independent of this clause, had already

acted on this subject,- have been compelled I 
action by fear and shame, not by principle.

Things a Farmer ought not to do. 

J. A farmer should never undertake to 
cultivate more than be can do thoroughly, 
half-tilled land is growing poorer; when 
well tilled is constantly improving. 

A farmer should never keep more 
cattle, horse*, sheep or hogs, than he can 
keep in good order ; an animal in high or¬ 
der the first of December is already half 
tntered. 

3. A farmer should never depend on his 
neighbor, for what he can, by care and 
good management; produce on his own 
farm ; he should never beg fruit while he 
plant trees nor borrow tools when he 
can make or buy ; a high authority has 
said the borrower is a servant to the lend- 


4. The farmer should never be so im¬ 
mersed in political matters to forget to sow 
iiis wheat, dig his potatoes and bank up his 
cellar ; nor should he be so inattentive to 
them as to be iguorant of those great ques¬ 
tions of national and rate policy which 
will alwavs agitate, more or less, a free 
people. 

5. A farmer should iliuti the doors of 
bank as he would the approach of the 
plague or cholera, banks are for traders 
and men of speculations, and theirs is a 
business with which farmers have little to 


do. 


FENCES. 
No farmer who has grazing o 


mowing lands j 
should petniit them to be fed in the spring. 
Fences, therefore, should be up as soon as the I 
snow is off, whether the frost be out or not. 
Many farmers are too indolent or too remiss to 
to their fences in the fall when they have, 
easily might have ample time, and then, 
when spring comes and the herds and flocks 
begin to wander abroad in quest of that food 
which they do not find at borne, they must 
wait for the opening of the ground before they 
in set their posts, or insert their stakes ! This 
bad policy, to say the least, and is character¬ 
istic of the idle and inattentive would-be-far- 
mer, than of the intelligent, prudent cultivator, 
whose principal object is to thrive, and have all 
things pertaining to his premises ‘close and 
right.’ The injury to mowing fields from the 
trampling of cattle, is more than any on< 
familiar with the structure of the agrestic grass- 
and their habits of growth and nutrition, 
would readily suppose. For our own part, we 
should rather have an ox in our mowing field 
June, than in the early spring, say iu April 
March.—[Me. Cultivator.]

Corn stalk Sugar—Report of the 
Paris Academy of Sciences. —In the let- 
if the Paris correspondent of the Na¬ 
tional Intelligencer of the 16ih ult., we find 
that the learned Savans of the Palis Acad- 
imy of Sciences have determined that the 
culture of Indian corn for the manufacture 
of sugar, possesses numerous advantages 
over the beet root. The settling of this 
point by a body of a men so eminent in 
scientific attainments, will go far to accel¬ 
erate the fabrication of sugar from corn, 
and as a necessary consequence, impart 
new interest and value to its culture, as 
the development of this new channel of 
consumption cannot fail to exercise a hap¬ 
py influence upon the price and particular¬ 
ly so, as it is stated that an acre will yield 
1000 pounds of sugar of good quality, be¬ 
sides a corresponding large quantity of 
molasses, as well as abundance of residum 
of the very best character of feed for cattle. 
With a climate and soil for the production 
of corn, we infer that the day is not dis¬ 
tant when new encouragement* will be 
imparted to animate the spirits, and nerve 
the arm of our enterprising corn-growers.

If so, take them, at once 
to the mechanic; or, what is better, perhaps, 
repair them yourself. “ A penny saved is two 
l>ence earned,” at least, so says the adage, and 
if you can, by supplying a new beam to your 
plough, or a Dew handle to'your hoe or shov¬ 
el, save a dollar or a shilling, why, most assur¬ 
edly, it is economy to do iu But remember, 
it is no economy if yon eannot, to neglect the 
reparation until the disabled instrument is 
quired for immediate use. “ A stich in time 
saves nine,” and if you get ready for operation 
a month before the time it "is no loss, but on 
the contrary an important gain. This making 
and mending before you can use, is bad poli 
cy. It frets one’s spirits terribly, and makes 
every thing budge wrong both within doors 
and without. We cannot expect the immuta¬ 
ble laws of Nature will be inverted in theii 
operations, in order to afford us time to mend 
a harrow, or to make a plough, and if we 
neglect to prepare in searon for the perfor¬ 
mance of our duties, the consequences will be 
unpleasant, and often tatal.— Me. Cultivator.

Anti-Tobacco. 

Editor :—The Gardner District 
Ministerial Association at its last session, 
unanimously adopted the following resolu¬ 
tion, which you are requested to publish in 
the Herald. 

Resolved, That it is the deliberate opin- 

n of this Association that the common 
__e of tobacco in any form is destructive 
to the health, property and happiness of 
and is inconsistent with that cleanli¬ 
ness and self-respect which ought to char¬ 
acterize every member of the human fam¬ 
ily ; and ought, therefore, to be immediately 
abandoned, 

On this resolution I wish to make a few 
remarks. 

1. The resolution declares that the use of 
tobacco is destructive to health. This 
decision, not only of the resolution, but of 
the most approved medical authorities of 
the uge. They testify that in whatever 
form we use this filthy and disgusting weed 

poison, and is injurious to the human 
system ; that a portion of it finds its way 
into the stomach, and disturbs and impairs 
he functions of that organ. Hence, nearly 
nil those who are accustomed to the free 
use of tobacco, labor under dyspeptic 
symptoms. They experience at intervals 
a want of appetite —nausea—inordinate 
thirst—vertigo—pains and distension of 
the stomach—disagreeable sensations of 
the head—tremors of the limbs—disturbed 
sleep—and are more or less emaciated.— 
The use of snuff destroys the sense of 
smell, and often greatly injures the tone o" 
the voice, while chewing and smoking vi 
tiate the sense of taste, so that those wh< 
use tobacco in any way have one, if not 
more, of the senses destroyed, or at least 
less perfect than other persons. But this 
is not all. Polypus of the nose, consump¬ 
tion, hypochondria, convulsions and death, 
have often produced by the free use of ibis 
noxious weed. 

2. It diminishes our wealth, by consum¬ 
ing time and money without render! 
equivalent. It costs a fashionable young 
man, addicted to the habit of smoking from 
20 to 30 dollars a year lor segars, besides 
spending several days of precious time in 
smoking them. A gentleman in a neigh¬ 
boring town said, not long since, that it 
cost him on an average $17 dollars annu¬ 
ally for tobacco used by himself and fami- 
ily! I have recently ascertained <hat in a 
small towft not far from this, containing 
some twelve or fourteen hundred inhabit¬ 
ants, the annual consumption of tobacco 
amounts to $2,500. Now what would the 
good people of that town say if such a tax 
should be imposed upon them by Ihe gov¬ 
ernment of our country? 

A certain church not far from where I 
write, paid last year one hundred and thirty 
dollars more for tobacco than for the 
port ol their minister ! and let it not be 
supposed that this is a solitary 
that these are isolated facts. I 
daubtedly true that hundreds of churches, 
and thousands of towns, and hundreds of 
thousands of individuals in our country, 
expend more money and time every yi 
for the gralificaton of a factitious appetite 
for tobacco, than they do for the support 
of the Gospel and all the benevolent en¬ 
terprises of the age; and what do they 
realize in return for it? Why, invariably, 
a diminution of property, of mental and 
physical energy, prostration of health, in 
a greater or less degiee, and a manifest 
loss of vital piety. It were a thousand 
times better for them, the church and the 
world, if all that is spent for tobacco in 
any way was thrown into the sea or con¬ 
sumed by fire. 

3. The use of tobacco in any form is in¬ 
consistent with self-respect and cleanliness. 

It is no man’s prerogative to be filthy, 
or to disrespect himself, but no man uses 

tobacco without being guilty of both_ 

There is no habit which we form, that is a 
more palpable violation of the rules of 
cleanliness, good breeding and propriety, 
than the habit of chewing, smoking or 
snuffing the detestable weed; yet minis¬ 
ters of the Gospel, who ought to be “ex¬ 
amples to the flock;’’ Christians, who 
ought to practice self-denial and “abstain 
from all appearance of evil;” and gentle¬ 
men and ladies too! may be seen by night 
and by day, at home and abroad, in public 
and in private, puffing and snuffing away, 
or, like the ox, chewing the cud, with as 
much self-complacency and satisfaction as 
if this loathsome, filthy habit were neces¬ 
sary to their health and happiness. Alas' 
alas!! we have felt it our duty f or S0ITle 
time past to call the attention of the peo¬ 
ple to this great evil bv lecturing publicly 
on the subject, and we have evidence that 
our labor has not been in vain ; and we 
would ask, if the purity and prosperity of
